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SETTING UP YOUR SHELTER 


There are many ways to pitch your tarp. This is just 
one way. 


1. Find two trees with enough space between them to fit the tarp. 


2. Spread the tarp on the ground with the center seam pointing 
towards both trees, top loops facing up. 


3. String the tarp up with a cord from the tarp corners to the trees, 
6-8 feet up, and tighten the center seam (Fig. 3A and 3B).

4. Stake out the side corners and tweak the tarp for the best 
possible protection. 


SETTING UP YOUR TARP WITH POLES 


Noah’s Tarps do NOT come with poles, but are easy to 
set up if poles are purchased. 


1. Lay out the tarp over the area you want to cover. 
2. Set stakes (A) about 6 ft. out from the center tarp seam. 


3. Tie cords from the stakes (A) to the corners at the center seam 
of the tarp (B). 


4. Stake tarp corners (C). 


5. Insert pole pins into the grommets at the ends of the center seam 
of the tarp (D), and raise the tarp. 


6. Pull cords tight and make adjustments where needed.

e DO use supplemental means to anchor the shelter such as rocks 
or sandbags. 

e To minimize UV damage from the sun, DO NOT keep the shelter set 
up for long periods of time or when not in use.
